The state has not exe­ 
cuted a woman in 99 years. She 
was hanged. 


Holding court in the plush Hou­ 
ston Petroleum Club, Judge John 
R. Brown of the 5th Circuit Court 
of Appeals issued the stay to give 
defense attorney Clyde Woody time 
to argue that evidence of insanity 
was suppressed in the trial and at 
a sanity hearing for the 25-year- 
old Ashley who likes to call him­ 
self the biblical prophet Elijah. 
The court will consider the ar­ 
gument either at Houston or New 
Orleans. 
Miss Lima, now 20, was a Hou­ 
ston prostitute and Ashley, 25, was 
a female impersonator. They were 
convicted of slaying Houston real 
estate man Fred Tones in 1960 at 
a sex party in his office and burn­ 
ing his body. 
April 9 was the earliest a hear­ 
ing could be held. 
Failing that, execution would 
take place by April 16 in the Tex­ 
as State Prison at Huntsville.

Her husband. Curley Fox, a star 
fiddler on the Opry, was perform 
ing on a show called “The Friday 
Night Opry” when fire destroyed 
their mobile home. Cause of the 
fire was not immediately deter­ 
mined. 
Texas Ruby, sister of western 
music singer Texas Owens, who 
died recently, quit the Grand Ole 
Opry in 1948 to star on a tele­ 
vision show with Fox in Dallas. 
She and Fox returned to Nash­ 
ville last year and Fox rejoined 
the Opry but Texas Ruby was un­ 
able to do so because of illness. 
Texas Ruby’s death followed by 
about a month the deaths of five 
other Opry stars in accidents. 
Killed in a private plane crash 
near Camden, Tenn., were Cow­ 
boy Copas, Patsy Cline. Hawk 
shaw Hawkins and Randy Hughes. 
Two days after the crash, Jack 
Anglin of the “Johnny and Jack” 
singing team (rn the Opry was 
killed in an automobile wreck 
on the way to a prayer service 
for Miss Cline.

Sentenced 


BONN (UPI) - Six former Nazi 
officers were sentenced today to 
long prison terms for the war­ 
time concentration-camp slayings 
of 150,000 German and Polish 
Jews. 
Another six ex-SS officers were 
acquitted at the conclusion of a 
five-month trial of persons ac­ 
cused (rf complicity in wartime 
executions at the Chelmno ex­ 
termination camp near Kulmhof, 
Poland. 
The principal defendant, former 
SS Lt. Alois Haefele, 69. a retired 
police o f f i c e r from Karlsruhe, 
was sentenced to 15 years at hard 
labor for two murders. 
The same sentence was im­ 
posed on Gustav Laabs, 60. the 
former driver of the camp's gass- 
ing-van. 
Former SS Sgt. Waiter Burmei- 
ster, 56, received a 13-year sen­ 
tence. Former police officer Hurt 
Moebuis. 67, and former SS Sgt. 
Karl Heini, 50. were sentenced to 
8 and 7 years respectively. 
Walter Burmeister. 63, a re­ 
tired police officer from Frank 
fart, received a 34-year sen 
tence. 


Spanish Mob 


Demonstrates 


Against U.S. 


VALENCIA, Spain (UPI) - A 
mob of 300 students chanting 
"Yankee go home” demonstrat­ 
ed in front of the American con 
sulate here today to protest Pres­ 
ident Kennedy’s "insulting refer 
ences” to Spanish history in a re­ 
cent speech in Costa Rica. 
The students demonstrated for 
15 minutes. One student threw a 
stone that broke a window. 
The embassy was all but closed 
for the weekend. Only three em­ 
ployes were in the building. 
A note delivered by the students 
said they were angry over Ken­ 
nedy’s "insulting references” to 
Spanish 
colonialism 
in 
Latin 
America. They said he made the 
insults in his speech to the intra 
American presidents’ meeting in 
Costa Rica. 
"Thah was not the best way to 
get Spain’s friendship,” the note 
said. 
“We 
consider 
that 
Spanish 
America is a vivid example (of 
Spain’s work in Latin America) 
and we must remind (Kennedy) 
that the oldest universities, courts 
and cathedrals of the American 
continent Were built by the Span­ 
iards,” the note said. 
It also protested Kennedy's al­ 
leged "reference" to “the plunder 
of the gold of the Americas made 
by Spain” and said U.S. policy 
towards Latin America in modern 
times “has always been met with 
anger and indignation among the 
Spanish-American peoples." 
It was not immediately known 
whether police made any arrests. 
An eyewitness said the demonstra­ 
tors dispersed peacefully after 
the note was delivered. 
The students first gathered at 
the Alfonon el Magnanimo square 
in the central city. Then, waving 
banners and shouting, "Out with 
the bases” and "Yanks go home” 
they marched to the consulate.
